In  January  1987  a member  sent  me  a classified  ad  for  a Hoboken 
house  sale  and  two  tokens  he  purchased  there.  No  tokens  or  coins 
are  mentioned  in  the  ad  but  he  is  a collector  of  many  things  so 
he  attended  the  sale.  Because  he  did,  we  all  got  lucky  and  two 
more  mavericks  are  identified. 

I wrote  to  the  address  asking  many  questions  and  several  weeks  later 
my  F A S E.  was  returned  by  the  niece  of  the  house  sales  owner  who 
died  in  1986.  All  she  knew  was  D.Bottiri  was  DOMINICK  ECTTINI 
and  at  one  time  he  owned  a bar  on  Willow  Avenue  in  Hoboken.  The 
years  of  operation  and  when  Dominick  Bottini  died  were  unknown 
to  her. 

[ The  Hoboken  Public  Library  was  my  next  stop  and  this  is  what  I 
learned . 

Dominick  Bottini  is  first  listed  in  the  1895“96  City  Directory  as 
running  a saloon  at  118  Willow  Avenue.  Re  is  also  listed  thru 
the  19d  directory  but  nothing  after  until  1909  in  the  Parkers 
City  Directory  he  is  listed  as  retired  at  the  same  address.  In 
the  1918  directory  he  is  listed  at  217  10th  Street-retired.  From 
this  brief  listing  it  appears  the  tokens  were  used  sometime  between 
1895“1901,  as  the  tokens  are  brass,  uniface,  and  incuse  this 
appears  correct.  If  you  have  any  D.B.  or  Bottini  tokens  please 
let  me  kr'r',*r 


While  at  the  Hoboken  Library  I also  researched  some  other  Hoboken 
tokens  and  this  information  will  be  reported  in  future  JERSEYANA 1 s . 

I could  not  find  any  information  on  the  Simerson  tokens  of  V’est 
1 Hoboken,  this  company  issued  at  least  six  different  tokens  in  quan- 
ity  and  no  where  is  there  a known  record  of  who  or  what  they  were. 

The  Hoboken  Library  was  quite  a disappointment  to  me.  The  librarian 
was  courteous  but  for  an  old  commercial  town  the  research  room  was 
lacking,  very  few  City  Directories  after  193C‘  and  the  earlier  ones 
they  had  were  falling  apart  on  the  shelves.  I was  advised  to  use  thi 
1 Jersey  City  Library  for  any  other  research  on  Hoboken.  How  sad!

What's  nice  about  collecting 
Atlantic  City  material,  generally 
speaking,  is  that  there  are  only 
twelve  casinos  presently  operating 
to  collect  chips  and  tokens  from. 
The  $5  slot  tokens  have  only  been 
put  into  play  during  the  past  12 
months  even  though  one  of  them, 
Golden  Nugget,  has  the  earliest 
dat e . 


As  of  this  writing,  there  are 
no  "obsolete"  $5  gaming  tokens  in 
the  true  sense,  in  that  an  issue 
has  been  withdrawn  or  replaced 
with  another  issue.  All  of  the  $5 
tokens  illustrated  on  this  and  the 
next  page  are  all  currently  in 
use  . 


In  determining  in  my  own  mind 
what  side  of  these  Atlantic  City 
tokens  to  designate  as  the  obverse 
and  whi:h  side  I should  call  the 
reverse,  I've  tried  to  come  up 
with  a common  denominator  to  all 
tokens.

'he  coin  shortage  of  the  Civil  War  led  to  the  issueing  of  various 
ypes  of  replacement  money.

o alleviate  the  small  change  shortage.  Mew  York  City  alone  had 
ver  85  merchants  who  issued  tokens  but  the  whole  State  of  Mew  Jersey 
ad  only  9 token  issueing  merchants. 

n 1846,  Jacob  Morris  opened  the  Morris  House  hotel  on  Ocean  Avenue 
ind  Laird  Street,  this  is  across  from  where  the  Ocean  Pier  is  today, 
he  original  building  is  the  center  section  in  the  picture . 


amuel  Laird  purchased  the  hotel  in  1853 » changed  the  name  to  Mansion 
. ouse  and  added  the  two  wings  to  the  original  building. 

[ he  Mansion  House  was  widely  known  as  the  place  to  go  for  vacation. 

he  August  1,  1863  edition  of  "Leslies  Illustrated"  newspaper  has 
[ large  woodcut  picture  of  the  hotel  with  a descriptive  story  of 
It's  many  virtues. 

»;any  famous  people  stopped  at  the  Mansion  House.  Mrs»  Abraham  Lincoln 
as  there  for  ten  days  in  August  l86l,  just  before  the  start  of  the 
ar.  President  U.S. Grant  was  a guest  in  1869. 

I he  Mansion  House  stayed  popular  thru  the  1870's  with  a average 
100m  rate  of  $4.00,  a goodly  sum  for  the  time.  With  many  people 
1 toing  to  the  shore  for  vacation,  new  and  more  modern  hotels  replaced 
he  Mansion  House  as  the  place  to  go .

No  dates  are  given  but  my  150  note 
is  dated  1862.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  no  signed  notes  are 
known.  The  note  is  printed  with  black  ink  with  the  large  15  over- 
printed in  red .

A Short  History  of  Kents  Scrip 

The  worst  disaster  In  the  entire  history  of  Atlantlo  City 
occurred  In  the  first  few  months  of  1933  when  one  after 
another  of  our  banks  was  forced  to  close  before  and  with 
the  collapse  of  all  the  nation's  banks  In  March,  1933.  When 
the  nation’s  banks  were  again  opened  on  March  6,  1933, 
only  one  bank  In  Atlantic  City  could  open  Its  doors.  Its  de- 
posits then  were  only  about  S3  millions  and  these  were 
all  that  remained  out  of  the  $67  mllllone  of  bank  deposits 
which  Atlantic  City  had  In  1929. 

This  disastrous  deflation  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those 
who  suffered  and  lived  through  those  deys.  Emergency 
measures  were  taken  to  help  carry  on.  The  City  of  Atlantlo 
City  had  already  commenced  to  Issue  Atlantic  City  scrip  to 
pay  their  employees  and  supply  Arms.  Atlantic  County, 
Ventnor  City,  Pleasantvilla,  and  other  nearby  cities  also 
issued  scrip. 

In  these  circumstances  Kents  Restaurants  hurriedly  pre- 
pared and  Issued  Kents  Scrip,  the  first  being  put  Into  circu- 
lation on  March  28,  1933,  In  much  the  same  way  at  At- 
lantic City  scrip.  During  the  next  three  months  several 
thousand  dollars  In  Kents  Scrip  circulated  here.  Being 
readily  acceptable  at  Kents  Restaurants  for  purchases  of 
food,  a necessity  for  all,  It  had  wide  circulation. 

Reminiscent  of  the  uncertainty  of  those  dark  days  Is  the 
flexible  pledge  of  Condition  3,  printed  on  the  face  of  Kents 
Scrip,  in  respect  to  redeemablllty  In  cash.  However,  Kents 
Restaurants  redeemed  on  July  3,  1933,  and  thereafter  all 
Kents  Scrip  except  a small  amount  probably  kept  as 
souvenirs. 

When  the  crisis  passed,  museums  and  collectors  hastened 
to  get  specimens  of  these  emergency  monies.  The  Smith- 
sonian Institute  In  Washington,  where  they  were  put  In  the 
great  National  Collection  of  Moneys  of  the  World;  the  Chase 
National  Bank  of  New  York  In  their  famous  collection;  and 
numerous  collectors  In  this  country  and  abroad  all  have 
certificates  like  the  one  we  are  presenting  to  you. 

To  prevent  counterfeiting  Kents  Scrip  Is  lithographed 
on  a special  bond  paper  Into  the  Innermost  fibers  of  which 
are  woven  certain  colored  discs  which  may  be  seen  only 
when  It  Is  held  up  to  the  light.  As  you  look  toward  the 
light  and  see  these  hidden  discs,  we  hope  that  you  may  look 
forward  to  the  Forties  and  that  your  hidden  future,  as  It  Is 
revealed  In  the  years  to  come,  will  contain  happiness  and 
prosperity  which  are  likewise  NOT  counterfeit,  but  REAL 
and  LASTING.  We  also  hope  that  we  may  add  to  your 
health  and  happiness  during  these  years.

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THE  OCEAN  GROVE  TOKEN  STORY 


by  George  Joynson 


e Ocean  Grove  Merry-Go-Round  opened  for  business  in  1911  * 
ned  by  the  Camp  Meeting  Association,  it  was  located  at  14  Lake 
enue , Ocean  Grove,  N.J.  along  with  a shooting  gallery,  a penny 
cade  later  converted  to  archery,  a movie  theater,  eight  bowling 
leys  attended  by  live  pin-setters  and  a swimming  pool.  Later 
1945 , six  skee-ball  alleys  were  added. 

ar  the  Merry-Go-Round  were  a few  rows  of  rocking  chairs  which 
tracted  many  people.  It  was  a popular  social  gathering  place, 
de  even  more  comfortable  by  the  swift  turning  motion  of  the  car- 
sel  which  acted  like,-  a huge  fan.  Howard  Bradley,  consessionaire 
til  1944  enjoyed  running  the  carousel,  keeping  the  place  cool  on 
ry  hot  summer  days . 

e hurricane  of  1944  took  out  the  Homestead  Restaurant  on  the 
ean  Grove  boardwalk  and  washed  away  parts  of  the  North  Pavilion 
ich  housed  L.M.  Sternbergh's  Skee-Ball  Alley  consession.  After 
at  September  storm,  Mr.  Sternbergh  moved  what  he  could  salvage 
to  the  carousel  building.  During  the  following  summer  of  19^5* 

. Bradley  turned  the  lease  over  to  Mr.  Sternbergh  and  he  began 
operate  both  the  Merry-Go-Round  and  the  Skee-Ball  Alley  consessions 
ther  until  he  died  or  until  the  carousel  fell  into  disrepair. 

en  the  main  gear  on  the  Merry-Go-Round  broke  down,  leasing  interests 
ned.  Rather  than  do  extensive  repair  work,  the  Camp  Meeting 
rsociation  decided  to  sell  it  much  to  the  dismay  of  the  Grove 
sidents . It  was  sold  for  parts,  disassembled  and  relocated 
either  Point  Pleasant,  Seaside  Heights,  or  possibly  somewhere 
Canada  sometime  during  the  late  19^0 's  to  early  195° 's.  The 
ean  Grove  Merry-Go-Round  was  gone  and  it  was  sorely  missed. 


the  reverse  of  the  token  reads 
as  follows .

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The  token  must  be  attributed  to  Mr.  Sternbergh,  being  made  sometime 
after  1945,  since  he  was  the  only  consessionaire  to  operate  both 
the  Merry-Go-Round  and  Skee-Ball  Alleys  and  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  have  an  aluminum  token  made  during  WW2. 

Of  all  the  people  with  fond  memories  of  the  carousel,  its  brass 
rings,  and  the  other  alleys,  no  one  remembered  the  half-dollar 
sized  aluminum  token,  leading  to  the  belief  that  only  a small 
quantity  of  this  rare  token  was  ever  circulated  by  Mr.Sterbergh 
during  the  late  1940 's. 

Another  unusual  fact  about  this  token  is  its  specific  diameter 
of  31mm.  The  U.S.  half  dollar  is  also  31mm.  In  1944  Congress 
passed  a law  making  it  illegal  to  manufacture  any  tokens  identical 
in  size  to  any  U.S.  coin,  which  complicates  the  picture  regarding 
the  actual  date  this  token  was  made.  (Editors  note«  the  editor 
has  two  of  these  tokens  and  the  diameter  is  32.5mm  on  both,  it  is 
possible  the  diameter  was  changed  to  conform  to  this  new  law.) 

As  for  the  wording  on  the  reverse,  there  still  does  not  exist  a 
complete  explanation.  In  those  days,  "check"  and  "coin" 
probably  refers  to  token,  but  what  actually  "required  attention" 
remains  a mystery  for  now. 

Mr.  Sternbergh  also  issued  another  token  strictly  for  his  Skee-Ball 
Alleys.  If  the  rubbing  isn't  clear  it  reads. 

obv.  Ocean  Grove/Alleys/L .M ./Sternbergh/Lessee . 

rev.  Good  for/one/game/Skee  ball.

When  did 
Mr .Sternbergh  lease  the  Skee  Ball  alleys?  Which  years  did  he  lease 
the  carousel  after  1945?  When  did  he  die?  How  many  tokens  were 
made?  Who  made  them?  Where?  Any  other  varieties?  When  and  how  were 
they  used?  What  is  the  wording  on  the  reverse?

German  paper  notgeld  was  worthless 
from  the  time  the  Germans  printed  it,  so  the  Dewitt  Theatre  had  a 
cheap  advertising  giveaway. 


With  all  our  recent  interest  in  Charge  Coins,  I am  picturing  here 
the  obverse  and  reverse  and  the  envelope  of  issue  for  a celluoid 
charge  card  issued  by  Kresge  Department  Store  of  Newark.  These  were 
used  before  the  metal  charge  coins  became  popular.  It  is  interesting 
that  we  have  gone  from  celluloid,  a form  of  plastic,  to  metal  charge 
coins  and  now  back  to  plastic  again.  This  charge  card  was  made  by 
Whitehead  & Hoag.
